BOSTON POLITICIAN TELLS 
ANTI-TOWN MANAG! TES 
GET RID OF TOWN MANAGER 

PLAN’ 

Charles H. McGlue, Boston 
Attorney, former State Demo- 
cratic official, and fighter 
of Town and City Manager plans 
told the Anti-Town Managerites 
of Wilmington and their quests 
Sunday afternoon, that Wilming 
ton should get rid of the Town 
Manager Plan. 

Mr. McGlue’s denunciation of 
the Town Manager plan came at 
the end of a 20 minute speech. 
At times he seemed to be ad- 
dressing the Wilmington Town 
Democratic Committee, but he 
soon realized this and brought 
the names of as many Republ i- 
cans as he could think of into 
his talk - starting with Cal- 
vin Qolidge and working down 
to the present day. 

McGlue charged that Town Mana- 
gers are ‘usually broken down 
engineers’ and that ‘if we had 
someone in Wilmington who paid 
attention to his job me would 
have had the formula for re- 
imbursements from the state 
changed so that our receipts 
would have been greater’ 

“Back in 1945’ McGlue said, 
‘the valuation of Wilmington 
was $4 million. In 1958 it was 
$19, 200,000, and the tax rate 
had jumped to $66, $1, 275,000 
of which had to be raised by 
taxation, and $369,000 of 
which was money returned from 
the state’ 

McGlue figured that the town 
should have a $14 tax reduct-

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THE BACKGROUND OF CONFLICT 
(Continued From Last Week) 

Last week in this column we described the 
ruinuous effect on local taxation of the 
produced speculative housing now being develope 
ed all over the country + and of the efforts of 
Natick and Tewksbury to control this housing = 
and of the effect on the tax rates of Billerica 
Chelmsford and Tewksbury, where the tax rate is 
doubling in leas than ten years, while Wilming- 
ton, which controlled speculative housing has 
had only a $10 increase in thia time, thanks to 
our Model Zoning Law, our Housing Regulations, 
and our Health Regulations) 

Part II 

It is a feature of this town that we have a 
goodly number of Betterment associations, most 
of them local in character, and devoted to do- 
ing good for their constituents and the town as 
a whole. 

But there is another organization which 
seems to attract people who have an ax to grind 
- The Taxpayers Association. 

If aman has an ax to grind he has a perfect 
right to grind that ax to his heart's content, 
but the Wilmington Taxpayers Associations, (for 
there were several with the same name) attract— 
ed the ax grinders. There were several facets 
of those organizations which were worthy of no— 
tice. 

The first of these was that although it took 
the name of a fine state-wide organization, it 
never affiliated. It was willing to bask in 
such glory as conld be reflected from the Mass— 
achusetts Federation of Taxpayers Associations, 
Inc., but was not willing to do its part in the! 
work of that organization. One of the reasons, 
we suspect, is that by joining, the Wilmington 
Taxpayers Association would have had to observe 
the state-wide rules - rules which ensure that 
the local associations are working for the good 
of the town, and not just grinding private axes 

The second noticeable item about the Taxpay— 
ers Associations of Wilmington was that cer- 
tain newspapers published glowing accounts of 
their activities, some of which were not wholly 
accurate. An enthusiastic account of a meeting 
looks fine in print, but is it a true picture 
when there were only 5 or 7 attending? 

We can name several individuals who joined 
these organizations because of a sense of civic 
concern, and who then dropped out, when they 
realized the type of organization in which they 
were taking part. 

We can also name a couple of men who have 
taken part in these activities, and who are 
fine honorable persons. 

It was just about the time. that Minor Has— 
kell lost his bid for speculative housing in 
Wilmington, last year, that the Taxpayers Asso-— 
ciation No. III of Wilmington was born - and Mr 
Haskell was very prompt in providing this new 
association with a place to meet - one of the 
homes he had built, in Wilton Park. Some forty 
or fifty people attended the first meetings, — 
persons who were genuinely interested in better 
ing the town. Glowing accounts appeared in some 
of the newspapers. 

But the numbers began to dwindle. Only those 
People who are in the association today can 
give us a true story of who is and who isn't a 
member, but last fall, when the Taxpayers As— 
sociation held a "candidate's night" at Wilton 
Park, attended by candidates for Congress and 
for the State Legislature. One of these candi- 
dates remarked that there were more candidates 
then members present.

There are a few names to remember, of people 
who, either as members or otherwise were active 
in the promotion of the Taxpayers Association, 
either then, or a little later. 

There was, of course, Mr. Haskell. There was 
Edward J. Curtis of Andover Street. There were 
Mr and Mrs John Ruggerio of Andover Street, and 
Edward Arinella, who had just bought a home in 
Wilton Park, together with Pasquale Luongo, who 
also bought a home in Wilton Park. 

Another name to be associated with the move- 
ment is that of Henry F. Fillipone, of Hopkins 
Street. Mr. Fillipone may not have been a mem- | 
ber, but he promoted the ideas of the Taxpayers 
Association through the Wilmington Crusader, 
with which he was affiliated. Mrs. Fillipone 
was ( and is ) the correspondent.of the Lowell 
Sun, and reported on the activities of the as- 
sociation through that paper, reports that were 
far more reserved in nature. 

It should be noted too that Mrs. Ruggerio 
was ( and is ) a correspondent for the Tewks- 
bury Throwaway, and a number of accounts of the 
meetings of the organization appeared on the 
front page of that paper. 

The Crusader Is Sold 

It was last September that the Wilmington 
Crusader (soon to be the Termite's House Organ) 
was sold, for the sum of $1500. One of the re- 
presentatives of the company which owned the 
Crusader understood, at the time, that three 
persons were buying it, although only one per- 
son appeared — Henry F. Fillipone, who gave a 
check for $1000 and promised to pay the $500 
later. 

A few days before this Mr. Fillipone tried 
to borrow $1500 from a local merchant. 

There was, and is tu this day, a mortgage 
recorded in the Town Hall, from an out of town 
finance company, against Mr. Fillipone, a mort- 
gage for $500, dating from 1953. 

But Mr Fillipone got the money, and paid 
$1000 down, for the Wilmington Crusader. 

On Sept. 5, 1958 there was recorded, in the 
office of the Secretary of State, in Boston, 
papers for the incorporation of the "Four Way 
Printing Company" at 585 Main Street, Wilming- 
ton. The incorporators were Minor Haskell, Hen- 
ry Fillipone, Edward Arinella and Pasquale 
Luongo. 

This company later rented machinery, from a 
Boston firm, for the use of the Wilmington 
Crusader. 

The Wilmington Crusader moved into the build 
ing at 585 Main Street, and later to another 
building, in a residential zone, at the corner 
of Clark Street. This building was purchased by 
the, Harwood Realty Trust, Minor Haskell and 
Pasquale Luongo, trustees. There is an article 
for the coming Town Meeting, for rezoning the 
land on which this building stands, and the 
names of these two men appears on the petition. 

For aman who wanted to have the zoning Jaws 
of Wilmington changed, Mr. Haskell was now 4a a 
nice position. He had a Taxpayers Association, 
meeting in his building, with the leading light 
of the association, Edward Curtis, also urgent- 
ly seeking a change in the zoning laws. Mr. 
Haskell also had a newspaper published in a 
building he owned in part, using machinery he 
had in part provided, and with a publisher who 
had several axes to grind.

Last Sunday, Feb. 8th., I at- 
tended a meeting of the Study 
Committee with an open mind 
and I was still on the fence 
about which way to wte in the 
coming election. 

It was my purpose to get some 
direct answers on some of the 
stories circulating around 
Town. 

My first question was to find 
out what dictatorial powers 
the Town Manager had. On this 
question I did not get any di- 
rect answer. After 15 minutes 
of explanation I was still as 
much in the dark as before, as 
the answers were not on Wil- 
mington, but on Wellesley and 
other towns. 

My second question was to 
find out if the present Town 
Manager or any previous Town 
Manager had ever abused these 
powers or had taken personal 
advantage of them. To this 
question I received no answer 
at all. 

Question Number 3 which I did 
not bring up at the meeting, 
but I would like the answer is 
this: Has the present Town 
Manager ever made any appoint- 
ment that the person or per- 
sons appointed was not suita- 
ble to that position?

But Jeanne couldn’t take a 
chance, for Olympic Skating 
differs from the ordinary type 
of skating in the United 
States. 
Olympic Skaters skate against 
the clock, two at a time, 
stead of the hurly-burly type 
of competition held in this 
country, where 40 contestants 
may be jockeying for position 
in the same race. 
Olympic skating is the kind 
usually held in Europe, where 
there are many sk‘. 1g rinks 
made to the Olympic specifi- 
cations. Nearly every large 
city has an Olympic rink 
there are forty in the city of 
all maintained by the 
Russian government. 

There are only three in the 
United States - with a fourth 
one now under construction at 
Squaw Valley, Calif. 

Two of the three rinks are 
what could be called profes- 
sional rinks, the one in Pow- 
derhorn, Minnesota, where the 
tryouts were held, and another 
at Grossinger, New York. 

The third rink is strictly an 
amateur job, made by Jeanne
